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THE ELBA SCHOOLS 
OPENED MONDAY A. 
M., SEPTEMBER 2ND 


Attendance Was Large And 
Much Interest Was Mani- 
fested; School Buildings 


And Equipment Are In 
Good Condition. 


The Elba public schools opened 
very auspiciously Monday morn- 


ing, Sept. 2, with appropriate ex- } 


ercises. The auditorium was tax- 
ed to its full capacity with pupils 
and visitors, it being necessary to 
keep some of the lower grades 
downstairs for lack of space, 

A pleasing feature was the 
large number of parents present, 
Prof. Dixon announcing that while 
there had always been a good at- 
tendance of mothers at past open- 
ing exercises, never before had 
there been so many fathers pres- 
ent as was the case Monday morn- 
nig. This augurs well for the 
success of the coming school year, 

After a few remarks by Prof. 
Dixon, Rey. IE. B. Paul, pastor of 
the Methodist Church of Elba, in- 
voked the Divine blessing, follow- 
ed by the audience singing ‘He 
Leadeth Me.” 

Scripture lesson by Rev. Paul. 

County Superintendent Rowe 
Watson was called upon, and re- 
sponded with a few well-chosen 
words of encouragement to the 
pupils, teachers and parents. 
Among other things, he said that 
the three most important require- 
ments for a school are, a school- 
house, pupils and teachers, and the 
most important of the three are 
the pupils, for while it is possible 
to have a school without a building 
and even without a teacher, unless 
there are pupils, a school is im- 
possible. 

Mr. Rowe assured his hearers 
that the county school board would 
give the Elba schools, as well as 
all the other schools in Coffee 
County, its fullest co-operation. 

Prof. C. H. Byrd was called up- 
on and he responded by thanking 
his hearers for the opportunity of 
speaking a few words of encour- 
agement. He said that it had 
been his privilege to spend the past 
summer at the University of Al- 
abama, and that he had never be- 
fore realized what an outstanding 
institution of learning it really is 
among the leading colleges and 
universities of the nation, and that 
he is proud to be a citizen of a 
state that has such a State Univer- 
sity. Prof. Byrd was formerly 
county superintendent of educa- 
tion for Coffee. 

Rey. E. B. Paul then made ey- 
eryone present feel brighter and 
happier with his words of cheer 
and encouragement. He empha- 
sized the fact that the boys and 
girls of today will be the men and 
women of tomorrow, therefore, it 
behooves all of us to see that the 
young folks receive the best pos- 
sible training—physical, mental 
and spirituai. His words were 
an apt illustration of what was 
meant in the biblical quotation: 
“And He continued to grow in 
stature, and in wisdom and in fa- 
vor with God and Man.” 

Mr. O. A. Ellis, as a member of 
the city council, was called on and 
made a few brief remarks, express- 
ing his great interest in the schools 
of Elba, and said that he believed 
the present school year would be 
one of the best Elba has ever had. 


Chas. English and Levy Rowell, 
two former students of E. H. &., 
who have gone out to higher insti- 
tutions of learning, made short 
talks. Charlie complimented the 
ER. H. S. faculty by saying, ‘Al- 
though, like a chicken, you can’t 
tell it by looking them in the face, 
they are really fine people.” Le- 
vy was loud in his praises of the 
University of Alabama, of which 
he is a student.

our schools in every way possible. 

Miss Madaline Strain and her 
brother, Haldane, rendered four 
exceedingly sweet musical num- 
bers on the piano and xylophone. 

Two new members of the facul- 
ty, Mr. Paul Morgan and Miss The- 
odosia Geiger, were unavoidably 
detained, but were expected to be 
on hand at an early date. The 
other recent additions to the fae- 
ulty were asked to rise and were 
introduced to the audience. 

Prof. Dixon, in a precise and 
straight-from-the-shoulder manner, 
explained the aims and purposes, 
also the requirements of the Elba 
schools for the coming year, leay- 
ing no doubts in the minds of his 
hearers as to his earnestness and 
determination. He stressed the 
fact that the reputation of the 
Elba schools depends entirely upon 
the records made by the pupils 
who go out of the schools to enter 
higher institutions of learning. He 
stated that records made by BE. H. 
S. graduates during their first col- 
lege years has shown a decided im- 
provement from year to year. 

Prof. Dixon stated that no pu- 
pil under six years of age would 
be admitted to the school. 

He said that the same fees would 
prevail in the grades and junior 
hi as were in force last year, but 
that the board was trying to lower 
the fee for high school pupils, to 
correspond with the fee charged in 
other high schools throughout the 
county.. Although no effort was 
made to collect the fees due for 
the period after the flood of last 
March, it is necessary that all fees 
be paid now for this term. 

A wonderful transformation in 
the appearance of the schoo! plant 
has taken place since the devas- 
tating flood of last March. Thru 
the tireless efforts of the board of 
education, Prof. Dixon and the 
hearty co-operation of the Parent- 
Teachers’ Association, everything 
throughout both buildings has been 
thoroughly renovated, painted and 
new desks and other equipment ad- 
ded. The buildings are now in 
good condition, and when the new 
laboratory equipment, which is on 
the way from Chicago, together 
with the new books which have 
been ordered for the library, ar- 
rive, the Elba schools will really 
be better equipped for all practical 
purposes than ever before. 

A spirit of optimism prevailed 
at the opening exercises of our 
schools Monday morning, and 
judging from the great outpouring 
of pupils and the large attendance 
of patrons and friends of the 
schools, everything is all set for a 
successful school year. 

Four busses, loaded to the limit 
with children from the country, 
augmented the supply of school 
children turned out by the homes 
of Blba, at the opening of school 
Monday morning. 

It was announced that Rev. B.

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WOMAN KILLED BY 
DISCHARGE OF GUN 
NEAR ZION CHAPEL 


|\Mrs. Willie Pearl Calhoun 


Accidentally Killed By A 
Gun In Her Own Hands; 
Supposed To Have Struck 
It Against A Door. 


Mrs. Willie Pearl Calhoun, of 
the Zion Chapel community in the 
Northern part of the county, died 
last Thursday night at her home 
from a gun shot wound sustained 
when the weapon she was carrying 
accidentally discharged, the charge 
entering her abdomen, 

A. D. Calhoun, husband of the 
dead woman, made the following 
statement of the tragedy to a Clip- 
per representative: 

“We had picked cotton Thursday 
and returned to the house at night. 
After feeding the stock and attend- 
ing to other chores, my wife ex~ 
pressed a desire to visit a neighbor. 
We were preparing for this visit 
when something disturbed the 
chickens. I got the gun and went to 
see what was after the chickens, 
and found them seattered about the 
place, but did not see anything. 


|My wife followed me, and as we 


were returning to the house, she 
said that she would get a turn of 
stove wood. I told her IT would get 
the wood and went to the fenee 
and handed her the gun. She re- 
turned to the house and I heard 
the shot. Rushing to the house I 
found her in a kneeling’ position 
on the floor, and asked what was 
the matter. Then she told me that 
she was shot, and when asked how 
it happened said that the gun 
struck the door or something. 

“T gave the alarm and asked 
for a doctor. She said a doctor 
could not do anything for her, that 
she was going to die. This all hap- 
pened about 7:30 or 8:00 o’clock 
She told me that she was ready to 
go, and not to take it so hard. She 
died at 9:25 o’clock that night.” 

Mrs. Calhoun was a daughter of 
T. M. Jackson, well known citizen 
of that community. The Calhouns 
have no children. The body was 
laid to rest in Zion Chapel ceme- 
tery Friday afternoon, Rey. Pierce 
preaching the funeral. Bonneau- 
Jeter was in charge of funeral ar- 
rangements,

“THE COW PEN” | 


A Corner To Be Used Exclusively For the Promotion 
of Plan To Locate Better Cows In This County 


We held a small demonstration 


| 
on the Court Square last Saturday, | 


and a heifer with three calves wer 
brought out and shown to the pub- 
lic. The heifer carrying the calves 
is about two and ome-half years 
old, and the three calves are about 
one month old. All three of them 
are adopted calves. It was demon- 
strated as to just how you teucl 
a baby calf to drink commercial 
milk and the spectators saw with 
their own eyes how easy it is for 
a cow to carry three or four 
calves. This cow found a male calf 
and we gave it away at once as it 
would take just as much time ani 
trouble to raise the male calf as it 
would a heifer. At the age of two 
years the male would be worth 
about twenty five dollars while the 
heifer would be worth at least sey- 
nty five dollars. It only cost seven 
dollars to give the male calf away 
and buy a good heifer, so it looks 
like about forty three dollars in 
the two calves. So don’t ever raise 
a male calf if you can replace him 
with a heifer at the price above 
stated. 


We did not deliver any calves 
during the past week, but we had 
quite a number of registrations. 
Please remember that you must 
register if you wa. to be sure to 
get some calves at the desired 
time. 


We are having trouble locating 
some thoroughbred calves. We 
hope to get some from somewhere, 
but at present the outlook is not 
very good. They are entirely too 
searce and too high. If a poor man 
had a “ew registered calves and 
cows tu ...’, he would not be poor 
after he sold them as they seem 


j to be worth their weight in silver. 


By the way, have you any register- 
ed calves or cows to sell? Well I 
guess you knew that you would not 
need the money and of course a 
fellow should not bother with a 
thing of this kind unless he needs 
the cash.

rollment will soon far surpass that | 
of last year. What is true of the! 
high school also holds good in the 
grades.’ Already the buildings are 
filled almost to overflowing with | 
pupils, and it will only be a matter | 
of a short time until school room 
in Nba will be at a premium. 

Prof. Dixon, the principal, ha: 
notified The Clipper that it might 
just as well start right now to 
warning the citizens of Elba school 
district that another school build- | 
ing will have to be built to care | 
for the growing needs along this | 
line. 

What a rebuke to those timid 
souls who threw up their hands af- 
ter the flood last March and proph- 
esied that nobody would ever live 
in Elba any more. No more con- 
clusive proof that Elba has come 
back with a “bang” could be had 
than the fact that already, only six 
months after our great disaster, 
Elba has outgrown its public school 
facilities. 

It is easy for a city or communi- 
ty to make all kinds of population 
claims, but sehool enrollment is 
irrefutable evidence. 

Prof, Dixon says he expects the 
total enrollment to pass the 700 
mark before the term is over. 


Why Not Renew Cow 
Hen And Sow Program? 


A great deal is being said about 
the poultry and dairying industry 


and a lot of interest is being mani-| 
fested right here in Coffee County. 
Why not. Where they have been} 
practicing this method of farming 
they are making a success of it. | 
They have changed from a credit 
business to a cash basis. A lot of 
merchants are beginning to do bus- 
iness on a cash basis, but I don’t 


see how they can expect to do a} 
sufficient volume of business to 
make it profitable where the majo- | 
rity of the customers do not have | 
anything to sell more than three 
months in the year. If each farm- 
er would have, say five cows to sell 
cream from and 100 to 150 hens 
to sell eggs from, then he could 
have a pay day every week and 
buy for cash, Everybody knows the 
benefits of doing a cash business. 
Of course the hog raising feature 
of this program is necessary and 
profitable if properly handled. 

The secret to the success of this 
program is growing plenty of feed. 
You can grow most of the feed 
needed, Some feed will have to be 
bought to make a balanced ration, 
but not enough to run the feed 
bill very high. Oats make fine graz- 
ing and a lot of feed cheap. It 
will soon be time to sow them. Sow 
them on good land and give them 
a chance.

Lack Of Organization Was 
Cause Of Some Delay, But 
Some Exciting Bouts Were 
Staged Anyhow; More 
Money Should Be Raised. ! 


Another outpouring of Elba} 
fight fans crowded about the city 
arena last Thursday night and wit- 
nessed a number of good, bad and 
indifferent settos, As is bound to 
be the ease when there is no real 
matchmaker in charge to look after 
preparing a program, several of 
the matehes had to be arranged 
on the spur of the moment, whieh 
caused delay and uncertainty. 
Along this line the writer wishes to 
offer a suggestion: 

A considerable portion of Elba’s 
population has been getting a lot 
of high class entertainment out of 
these Thursday night boxing shows 
at little or no While 
those in charge have no license and 
cannot charge admission, still it 
is unreasonable to expect those 
boys to get out there and fight for 


expense, 


nothing, There will be plenty of 
them willing to fight if they know 
they are going to get something for 
their efforts, Before each bout 
starts, let the announcer state how 
much must be raised, then let that 
amount be showered into the ring 
by the onlookers—then the bout 
will start. In that way some real- 
ly good matches can be arranged. 

While it is unlawful for any of- 
ficial to render a decision, there is 
no law against the crowd express- 
ing a choice, so after each bout, a 
vote can be taken. The winner 
should receive 60 per cent and the 
loser 40 per cent of each purse so 
raised, Let The Clipper know 
what you think about this plan. 

The officials at Thursday night’s 
show were: Jimmie Hall, referee; 
W. M. Brunson, announcer, and 
Col. Phil. Kingsley and Prof. Bob 
Hutchison, timekeepers. 

The show started with a rough- 
and-tumble bout between two little 
tar babies, Cecil Bob and Edd, The 
latter was most too heavy for the 
smallest member of the house of 
Bob and scored a technical knock- 
out. 

The fight between the “Pride of 
Elba,” otherwise known as 
“Battlin? ’’? Frankie Lane, and 
Frank Rushing, of Samson, was a 
fair demonstration of what a skill- 
ed boxer can do to a less experienc- 
ed opponent.

The pasture has more to do with 
the cost of milk than any other 
one factor. A good pasture will cut 
your cost of production very ma- 
terially. I doubt that a man could 
break even with the very \best of 
cows, selling his milk at the 
very highest price, if he did net 
have a good pasture. If that is so, 
then it should be very apparent 
that we should put forth thought 
and effort in having the very best 
pasture possible. 

In Coffee County, we can have 
a good pasture for at least twelve 
months in the year, and it does not 
take much effort to do so, Carpet 
grass will serve you from March 
15th to October 15th. Then your 
bean fields should be ready and 
they will serve you through Janu- 
ary, or better, After your beans 
are gone you can fall back on your 
rye patch while you are using your 
bean fields. And too, you may have 
an oat patch which you can graze 
through March and April, and arf- 
ter that time you can allow the 
oats to mature and then use for 
feed. There is also another thing 
that may be done and that is to so 
arrange your crops that you caw 
fence off a few acres of corn and 
peas and put your cows in it to 
graze about the first of July. Then
